'I'bo gentle 
man by wlicse tigeney a mtst of these 
rascals was broken up saj's: "The great 
difficulty of slopping swindlers of this 
class is that tho rascals make enough 
money to Ik* ablo to fiiiplo) tlu; best of 
logtil advice, tinfl are, mori'ovcT, car(v 
ful to do nothing wliicli will render 
them liable to nrre.si. " 'I'hi.s i.s tho testi- 
mony of a lawyer, Mr. lialpb Oakley 
of Now York. "The best legal advice" 
can bo had, then, in Now Vork city for 
such purposes, it would bit mcjre dif- 
ficult to believe tlii.s if ils triitli wero 
not HO often iilustraletl in the .stiipeiid- 
oua frauds and piracies of great cor- 
porations all of which aro carefully en- 
gineered by einiiieiit lawyers, (.'ur iiiod- 
orn "huitcanecrs'' — our brave railroad 
wreckers-are in con.stunt consultation 
with (lisliiiguished lawvers.

And tho niiscliief is that 
his worship thinks ho knows Iho ground 
on which ho stunda, and is dutormhiod to 
yield not ono inch if ho can help it. 
What may bo tho motives which impel 
THr. Carey to act like tho fabaloUB dog in 
tho ninngor cannot ut proaovt bo dovincd. 
llo proliably haa tloatuig through hia 
fi'cunil brain a aliadowy sort of aoliomo 
by tho operation of which ho hopes to 
hold over as mayor for another year; or 
ho may have an idea that the oflice has 
fallen to him as a sort of inherent gift, 
or Christnnja-box, which he and his are to 
enjoy throujjh all time.

Telegraphic cnminiinication with tho 
outer world, fitful at tho best of times, 
ha.i ceased entiiujly during iho past two 
weeks. The last iiov.a dispatch rooeivod 
at this oflioo v. a:) 011 tlic 11th iiiat. Since 
that date thoro has been a dreary news 
blank. Tho weather, though cold, has 
not been unfavorable to tho repair of the 
lino. Thi.s is shown by tho f.aot tliat the 
lino lhroHL;h iho interior of Hritinli ( .'(diini- 
bia lias been "up" nearly all thetiino, and 
that tho lino fiom Victoria to the bound- 
ary at Siimaii ha;; boon and is ntill in 
a condition of good repair. .South of 
Bumos and thence on to Seattle (a soctiou 
of country covered by the Western 
Union Gonip.-.iiy 's --('iro) is whero tho 
trouble lie;., liitlier no ultorl is made by 
tho repairers to restore eoiuinunication or 
tho force ia too wi.'iik to cover the ex- 
toiulod "lioals" in ttiat section. Tho 
trouble has buen located time and ai,'aiii, 
and complaint made; but tho lino con- 
tinues to fall bnforo every breath n! wind 
or every inch of rain, and to remain down 
for so 1011;^ :i tiiui> nil lu 'Toato a suspicion 
that it is tho re[iairots and not the line 
that aro taking u rest. A few weeks ago 
tho efficient superiiitondcnt of Canadian 
tolegraph.s viditod Victoria and laid a new 
cable aoroas the straits. Thi.'i caid.i was 
intended to connect 'vilii an <'xiHt.inir wire 
on-Puoot Sound whencvai' tin; .Sunias 
lino "went down. .Scarcely had i\Ir. (iis- 
boruo turned his back on the province 
when the current of electricity began to 
fl-)w feebly thrutigh the cable, and in a 
few days it coa.'ied altoj;othur. It is 
feared that the cable is brokou in tw(i I 
But it now appears that even had tho 
cable remained intact no arrange- 
ments are possible wiih the American 
company whose line covers tho aouthern 
shore of tho straits and tho western shore 
of Puget Sound. So that in any event 
the ctiblo would not liavo b>ieii a reliable 
factor ill tho maintenance of cumniuuica- 
tiuu. Victoria's bitinition in this matter 
could not woll be wor.10. To bo fiftowii 
days without dispalchea, o.xeopt such as 
are scisHorsed from the Aiiiericau news- 
papers, and to have the wlndu cointi.eroial 
coiiimniiity [laralyzed for want of nioaim 
of coinniuniciitlon is not i.reditable to — 
smno ono. Who that "some ono" ia tho 
VVuslern Union Company oliould ascer- 
tnni, and apply tho remedy. • Tho wires 
are muhitainod to Portland and Suuttlu.

If they shiiuld rofuao to take 
aomo such action then ii C(onmittco should 
bo formed and legal steps taken r.o punish 
tho mayor and all who may aid an d abet 
hiin.

Tho steward, 
profiTring death to any further nii.sery, 
ran to his berth, grabbed a razor and 
cut a terrilde ^'usli in his tliroat, reach- 
ing from cur to ear, jumped into the 
sni f and diaaiiporred. Uis body was 
found in tlie nand the next day by the 
coast guardsmen. (Captain I^eiiiarcliand 
and IiIh (irst injLLo and a .sailor iimnaged 
te get on the .saml-bank by the aid of 
u tloaiiiig spar, but only e.syajied the 
terrory of the deep to encounter the 
mon: frii,'htful terror.s of the frost kiiig.

The works at Port Arthur, on the jpilf of 
Po-Clieo-Loo, built by Oerman artillery ofE- 
eer;!, isakc it thc strougust fortruiSB in Norlh 
('hiua. The works are mouiit(!d with heavy 
Gntlingnud Nordonfoldt guns. Thi' entrance 
to tho port is guorded with torptilues. 'I'he 
Chinese havo wuriied the Fretieh tliat thev 
intend to make an attack.

The 
bloody memory of last St. Stophon's day, 
reinforced by a wor ahip and a formidable 
police force, ofifcctually provoutod imy hos- 
tilo demonatratiou. 

ITALY.

Chamber of Deputies. 

SPAIN. 

— The governmoiit, it is 
said, will authorize Minister Vulura, at 
Washington to give asauut to tho modillea- 
tiou uf the Spanish-Aincriean treaty, if 
such action will insure the adoi)tion of the 
trnaty by the American senate. It would 
HufTico for Spain if only sugars to class 13 
are admitted free into the United States.

ocean. The article goes on to say th.'it 
thoughtful politicians hcliev(!S there has 
been more than oiioiigli bickering between 
England and Oerinaiiy, and that the need 
of a good iinderstaiiiliiig belM een llioae 
two great powers is now- imperative for 
the sake of iiitorc3l.s which are far more 
important than any colonial scheme.

Spanish newspapers atate that Don 
Carlos baa suii'ored for aomo yoars with a 
diauaae of the throat, and that hia symp - 
tenia lately became so alarming that a 
consultation of physicians was hold. 

U.US.S1 AN PAWN ItllOK I'.lt.s. 
Thtv pawnbrokers throughout Russia 
havo long been notorioii.s for the extor- 
tions which they [iraclici! on the poor peo- 
|)le whose necessities compel them to have 
recourse t(i Iho pawn3hii[)u. The fact that 
many pawnbrnkers are .lews adds to their 
unpopularity among the masses, and Count 
Tolstoi, minster of the Interior, has dotor- 
mined upon a mo.asuru which appeals 
strongly to the favor of the people, both 
as a blow to the .lews and a elieck upon 
their oxtorl.ion. It is stated that after 
.laniKiry 1, 1885, the Russian Imperial 
govuriiment will monopolize tho buaiiiess 
of p:iuiibrokiiig. 

AN I.Sl-'AMOI.'S iUrSINKSS. 

I'ho action of the .•\ustrian vice-consul at 
Marseilles in sending biuik to their Iinnies 
eight girls beini,' ex[iinted for immoral pur- 
poses has led to startling discoveries at 
Buda Pesth. It has boovi ascertained that 
a regular trailiu in Iluugnrian maidous liiis 
long been in existence, ^vith its heudiiuai- 
ters at Buda Pe.sth, and that it has grown to 
large proporlioiis. • Some nf these unfortu- 
nates have boon decoyed lo P>ra/.il, as iu the 
case of tb.nsc ilitorcnpled at .Marseille,; lust 
v,-eek; but most of them have Iieeii sent lo 
B;;.v]it to recruit houses of ill fame at Cairo 
and .\lexandria, or to beiiomi! slaves in. thn 
hm'!iiis of t'.gyplian Iioys and pieihas. 'i'he 
Austrian Iniperial goveriiineiit gained some 
kmiwledgo of this infamous IralUc a few 
inoiitha ago and issued an order prohibiting 
lo oxportation of women lo Egypt, unless 
each was aceomiiauied by some lualo roln- 
livo or legal guardian. These relovalioiis 
h.ivo c-iUKcd a tremendous :icn:;alion III !'>-,iila 
Pesth and .sovural mon aud women alleged 
to bo procurers have heeu arrestod. 
A srvsTKTiroiTs crime. 

Another niystorioua crime attributed to 
tho nihilists has just boon diHcovercd at 
Moscow. 'L'ho poli(!elmd their atlention at- 
tracted lo the celliir of an old, unoccupied 
building, by tho liarible snie'll which pr')- 
cuudcd from the place. They found in tho 



collar the decaying corpse of a yonng man 
whoso identity had won effeotnally de- 
stroyed by the use of vitriol. Tho fluid had 
been liberally^ dashed over tho victim, and 
his bead, neck, ohoatand anna wore burned. 
In addition to this his head had been 
Biuashed. and two large stouoa with which 
this evidently had been done were found, 
covered with blood and tufts of hair, lying 
near the body. Tho polico boUevo tho vic- 
tim was Bome young student whe had 
joined the nihiliats and betrayed some of 
their secrets. Thoir theory is that ho 
waa decoyed into tho cellar by the con- 
spirators, and after being diatigured by 
vitriol, Anally murdered arid loft to rot. 
Search is being made in the various col- 
lugoa CO ascertain if any of the studeuts 
&re iiiisaiiig. 

A CUltlOU.S WILL. 

A remarkable case of occontricity in 
will matters has just boon reported from 
Bradford, and rivals in real lifo Eugono 
Sue'a dramatic story of "Tho Wandering 
Jew." John Taylor died at Bradford in 
18C0, leaving considerable wealth and a 
will directing his property to be so ad- 
niiiiisterod as to accumulate for twenty- 
live yoais. Tho only charges which were 
to bo paid were tho cost of maintaining 
and investing tho property and of dis- 
charging certain niortgago bonds as they 
became duo. At the end of twenty-tive 
years tho property was to be divided 
among certain lioirs named in the will, or 
among such of thom as ahould than bo 
living. In case none of the lioira should 
then ho living tho aharo of each one, as 
apportioned in the w-ill, was to bo paid to 
liiin or her natural heirs. Tho beiieGeiar- 
ies named in the will were all relatives 
of Taylor and all poor. They vainly 
sought to act aside tho will and vainly 
appealed time and again to tho ox- 
eciitora for some relief out of tho shares 
which -.vere eventually to como to thom. 
The executors rigiflly adhered to tho terms 
of the w ill, and aomo of tho heirs, although 
prospective millionairea, became reduced 
lo great poverty and want. Several of 
thom died in poorhousea. Only eight 
now survive lo aharo tho property, which 
will bo distributed among them in the 
spring. Tho fortuiio amounts to no leas 
than §20,000,000.

.sharli, tho ecal, the cotl, the herring and 
other.^. 

Of nuimul fats arc butter, tallow, lard, 
gou.se-greasu, ueiit's-fool oil (prepared from 
tho feet of o.xen and u.se^i by carriers in 
dressing leather), and uiaro's grease (im- 
ported from iUii'iios Ayres and .Moiitu 
video, where ii multitude of horsed are an- 
nually ^laugh^ered for the sake of their 
hides, tallow and bonos!). In Uussia, 
especially at Moscow, volk-of-egg oil Is in 
great repute for making soap and po- 
matum. 

X'ciielable oili form a very important 
Item in our sui)})lie.'-i, inaanuicli hh oil-seeils 
to the value of fi.riUO.OOO pounds .sterling 
ore annually imported into Hritain for 
crushing purposes, and our exports of oil 
are roughly valued at 1,000,000 pounds 
sterling.

Under the head of seed-oils rank linsee<l, 
cotton-aeeil and castor-oil. Colzooil, also, 
is made from mustard, hemp, radish, 
rape, turnip, and other seeds. Then we 
have olive oil and almond oil. From 
India comes poppy-seed oil; from the 
Black sea, oil of sunflower seeds. From 
Ceylon and tho Pacitlc islc3 comes cuo-a- 
nut oil. From western Africa the palm- 
mit oil of flu.' oil pulin, mill oil of 
grotmd nuts, for \i.se in line iiiuctiinery. 
r'rom ^-iIlgapore and China we receive 
Uokuui 'lil iuiil vegetable tallow. About 
M,Oi)i) tons ,)f iM olon oil are anni::i!ly im- 
jiorted fni- till.- use of the \vool-dressers 
of Hritaiu. 

Besides these, so familiar to our.;elves, 
almost every country lias some sjieciaUy 
ia oils. Thus, In southern Russia, to- 
bacco oil Is largely used, in Itally, oil of 
grape stones; in China, oil of tea seed; in 
India, oil of n-at;iicgs,i)f .iced of the, gamboga 
tree, of the custard apple seed of cushuW- 
nul, of cardamom, of nieani, of margoza, 
and many others. Bra/.il, too, has a large 
nmnber of oils, both animal and vegetable, 
peculiar to itself.
